Individuals running for Arts 
rep to Students' Council are 
planning to protest aspects of 
yesterday's ASUS elections. 
Irregularities in election pro- 
cedures, according to Stephen 
Rosenhek, who Is running in 
next week's elections for Arts 
rep to Council, include the 
addition to the ballot of an 
ASUS constitution without pri- 
or notice to students. Other 
irregularities include the ap- 
pointment of a Chief Returning 
Officer-Election organizer 
(CRO) without advertising for 
the position, and negligence 
on the part of the CRO. 

The CRO, according to Ros- 
enhek, misinformed candi- 
dates concerning the elegibili- 
ty of Science students voting 
in Arts elections, and allowed 
only certain candidates to 
print lengthy pensketches in 
Monday's Daily. 

Among candidates allowed 
more than the maximum fifty- 
word ad, was Stephanie Ger- 
son, this year's ASUS trea- 
surer and next year's presi- 
dent. Gerson defeated Mike 
Lepage, who respected the 
fifty-word maximum, by 108 
votes In yesterday's election. 
While attempting to reach 
'Gerson last night, the Daily 
was informed by Bell Canada 
that her phone was off the 
hook.

In an interview Tbesday 
night, this year's ASUS Presi- 
dent, Karl Stockbrldge, ex- 
plained that the elections for 
Arts rep to Council was 
postponed because candi- 
dates were told that Science 
students could vote in their 
election. Arts candidates thus 
campaigned in Science de- 
partments only to discover 
prior to the election that 
Science students could not 
vote for the Arts rep. The 
election was postponed until 
next Wednesday. 

The Inclusion of an ASUS 
constitution, available for 
viewing only at the polls, 
came as a surprise not only i 
students, but to several candi 
dates who were unaware that 
an ASUS constitution was to 
be voted on. Both the Daily 
office and the Students' Soci- 
ety office- reported a steady 
flow of students inquiring 
about the ASUS constitution 
and claimed that the ASUS 
had not informed students of 
the content or inclusion on the 
ballot of the constitution. 
Many students confused the 
ASUS constitution with the 
Students' Society constitu- 
tional amendments which 
have been debated in the Daily 
and at Council for over a 
month. Karl Stockbrldge was 
reported ill when the Daily 
attempted to contact him last 
night. 

Rosenhek told the Daily 
yesterday he was planning to 
approach the Judicial Board of 
the Students' Society to com- 
plain about the ASUS election 
procedures, however, the Ju- 
dicial Board has no jurisdic- 
tion over faculty associations. 
The ASUS is responsible only 
to the ASUS.

The PQ is the "real and 
exclusive" political expression 
of Quebec's nationalist busi- 
ness circles, according to 
Charles Gagnon. The former 
FLQ member, now Secretary- 
General of the fledgling Com- 
munist organization En Lutte, 
added that the PQ is "using 
Quebec's nationalist wave to 
force a stratum of Quebec 
capitalists in the upper spheres 
of Canadian monopoly fi- 
nance." 

Speaking at a press confer- 
ence at the Holiday Inn called to 
launch En Lutte's cross country 
tour on the Quebec National 
Question, Gagnon deemed the 
forthcoming referendum debate 
"antidemocratic" because it 
forces concerned antagonists 
to rally around umbrella groups 
probing either the Federalist or 
Pequiste option. However Gag- 
non agrees with the referendum 
as "a good means of asserting 
public opinion on the Quebec 
national question." Personally, 
Gagnon deems separation a 
retrograde step for the majority 
of Quebecers. 

Gagnon denied any links 
between En Lutte's upcoming 
tour and impending federal 
elections. "We have no electoral 
plans for the immediate future", 
he said. Gagnon explained that 
En Lutte won't join other 
'communist' groups because 
"we do not recognize them as 
genuine Marxist-Leninists". 
"A communist party is not like a 
.bourgeois party", he mused. 

The need for "bourgeois 



media" to not only represent the 
views of the "various factions of 
the bourgeoisie" but also those 
of the proletariat, explains En 
Lutte's first press conference in 
the group's existence, accord- 
ing to Gagnon. 



He added that the Holiday Inn 
was chosen as a proper site to 
provide "a decent hall for jour- 
nalists", and Gagnon reminded 
all present that a press con- 
ference was not a "worker's 
assembly.

McGIII's Savoy Society is offering 
theatre-lovers two entertaining music- 
als this weekend. The first, Trial by Jury 
is a simple satire on marriage as a legal 
Institution.' 

The elaborate costumes and general- 
vlvaclty of the large cast gives the 
production a light air. Considered 
musically, certain difficulties In syn- 
chronizing the players with the orches- 
tra have to be overcome. However, 
these faults in co-ordihatlon were few, 
detraclng little from the play. . 



• The plot of Trial by Jury Is simple, 
offering little intellectual stimulation. 
Yet, it was not meant to. Indeed, Its 
lightheaded gaiety resulted In a relaxed 
form of entertainment. 

The story basically involves the 
dashing gallant (played by Norman 
Poch) on trial because of his whimsical 
pursuits In female seduction. Having 
betrayed the love of the charming 
Angelina, (Wendy Hamei), he is suc- 
cessful in winning another fair maiden. 

The' charge of infidelity loses its 
credibility when the Judge (Joffre 
Mercier) suggests making the defend- 
ant inebriated in order to get a guilty 
plea. Amid cries of disapproval from the 
bench, the Judge then announces his 
intenion to marry the flustered Angelina 
himself. 

All is resolved by her consent, and 
the play rolls to a rollicking finale. 
i The players appeared to enjoy 
themselves. "It's fun and easy," actor 
Ian Menzies commented afterwards, "... 
full of crackling energy." 

Next is Gilbert and Sullivan's H.M.S. 
Pinafore, carrying on the light style of 
the first play. Set onboard the ship, 
Pinafore, the play involves the classic 
tale of a lowly deckhand Rackstraw 
(James Gormley) falling In love with the 
captain's - daughter, the lovely Jose- 
phine (Maria Clccaglione). 

As fate would have it, Josephine has 
been promised to none other than the 
pompous Sir Joseph Porter (Joffre 
Mercier), "ruler of the Queen's 
Navy." \ 

Sir Joseph, decked out in full Navy 
Regalia, boards the Pinafore with all of 
his charming "sisters and his cousins 
and his aunts". 

In the meantime, Josephine expres- 
ses her love for Rackstraw to her father, 
the captain, who is, needless to say, 
utterly disconcerted. Nevertheless, she 
ultimately becomes united with Rack- 
straw. 

In an atmosphere of festive frolic, the 
crew and maidens-fair rejoice with the 
two lovers in their new-found bliss. 

H.M.S. Pinafore was highlighted by 
the colourful performances of both 
- Gormley and Clccaglione. Each demon- 
strated ease and control In executing 
their roles. 

Gormley's convincing performance 
and mimicry added stability to a 
sometimes shaky production. Jottre 
Mercier proved excellent in the role of 
jealous suitor, Sir Joseph. 

The lively enjoyment emanating from 
the entire cast, the vivacity of the 
orchestra under the skillful direction of 
Wanda Kaluzny, and the light-hearted 
tone of the pays, provide for an evening 
of fun and enjoyment.

Tad Mosel, in his play Impromptu, is 
making a statement about the hypocrisy 
of life. Four actors have been asked to 
meet on a dark stage; the stage 
manager has requested that as soon as 
the lights go up, they must begin an 
improvisation on the theme of life. 
; For all four actors— Winnifred, Ern- 
est, Lora and Tony— this request turns 
into a near-nightmare when they realize 
that they are unable to separate their 
own lives from the characters they are 
trying to portray. By the end of the play 
and after several unsuccessful attempts 
at an improvisation, the four actors 
have come to some deeper understand- 
ing of themselves and of the meaning of 
life. 

Although Judi Young, who plays 
Lora, has a great deal of spark and 
energy on stage, the other members of 
the cast are Initially a bit stiff with their 
roles at first.

ed. "It Is based on the hypo- 
thesis of the oneness of man 
and the surrounding cosmos, 
and of the complementary pairs 
of oppôsites, Yang and Yin," 
said Ms. Jason. 

A native of Montreal, Joyce 
Jason has been painting for 
about twenty years. She re- 
ceived her M.A. in Art Educa- 
tion at Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity and presently teaches 
art history, painting, and draw- 
ing at Vanler College. Her in- 
volvement In the study of East- 
ern philosophy, religion, and 
the occult indeed manifests it- 
self in her art. 

Perhaps the central flaw in- 
Ms. Jason's other paintings Is' 
the fact that her themes and 
heavy reliance on complicated 
symbolism associated with 
those themes tends to exclude 
many viewers. Rather than 
coming away with a new in- 
sight or .appreciation, the 
viewer's Inability to decipher 
the artist's secret code leaves 
him frustrated and blank. 

More accessible to the viewer 
are a set of acrylics called "Sky 
Meditations". In "Sky Medita- 
tion No. 4", mounted on an arc- 
shaped piece of wood and dis- 
played on an easel, purples, 
yellows, and oranges flow Into 
one another, creating the illu- 
sion of a cloud-filled sky. The 
colors are brilliant and there is 
a sense of depth -to the work. 
The painting Is appealing In its 
simpllci

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Steiger Stuns in Pawnbroker <%%* s

Tonight at 7 and 9:30 
in the Frank Dawson Adams 
auditorium, the McGill Film 
Society will present one of the 
most important American films 
of the last quarter century. The 
picture is The Pawnbroker, di- 
rected by Sidney Lumet and 
starring Rod Steiger, Brock 
Peters and Géraldine Fitzger- 
ald. 

The Nazi phenomenon, the 
concentration camps, and their 
respective aftermaths have 
been dealt with (with varying 
degrees of success) by quite a 
few films. Some of the more 
successful include Judgement 
at Nuremburg (an examination 
of justice), The Man in the 
Glass Booth (at look at guilt), 
Seven Beauties (a film on sur- 
vival in the camps), The Shop 
on Main Street (about the tacit 
co-operation of the masses), 
and The Deputy (on dissent 
against the Nazis). Yet of all the 
films made on this era, The 
Pawnbroker remains one of the 
most powerful, belleveable, 
and harrowing to date. 

Like The Man In the Glass 
Booth and The Shop on Main 
Street, The Pawnbroker focus- 
es the tensions of the age on a 
single character. Yet the moti- 
vation in these films are differ- 
ent. The shopkeeper in The 
Shop on Main Street is a non- 
Jew who watches his Jewish 
neighbours disappear around 
him. Goldman of The Man In 
the Glass Booth Is an ex-camp 
victim who is obsessed with 
forgiving the Germans for their 
transgressions. Sol Nazerman 
of The Pawnbroker is a man 
whose experiences have 
caused him to isolate himself 
from any meaningful human 
relationships. , 

The first section of the film 
gives an overview of Nazer- 
man's life. We are shown a 
hard, dislikeable man. He is a 
brutal miser, refusing com- 
passion or credit to any of his 
Harlem clientele, even when, in 
order to survive, they are forced 
to pawn things which are im- 
portant to them. He teaches his 
eager, young Puerto Rican as- 
sistant to covet money. He 
coldly hands dollars to addicts 
and alcoholics who are nothing 
more to him than human flot- 
sam. He shuns all those who 
could involve him In human re- 



lationships. His affair with a 
dead friend's wife can only be 
described as bleak. His only 
worry is his business; he is a 
man without emotions. 

Yet slowly, feelings start 
flowing back into Nazerman's 
consciousness. When he dis- 
covers that some of the money 
he receives from the gangster 
he fronts for (Brock Peters) 
comes from prostitution, he re- 
members his wife's degrada- 
tion in an Auschwitz brothel. In 
what is the first in a series of 
"character breaks", he balks at 
accepting the money. Memor- 
ies of his wife, children, 
parents and best friend who 
perished at the camp rush back 
Into his mind. He finds himself 
unwillingly seeking someone 
who can sympathize with him. 
And when, at the end of the 
film, Nazerman's assistant, 
who has always (for some inex- 
plicable reason) looked up to 
him, is shot and killed trying to 
protect him, all the feelings 
that have been submerged for 
many years rush to the surface 
in one horrific moment of an- 
xiety and grief. Twenty-five 
years of feelings that Nazerman 
has never allowed himself to 
have torture him all at once. Yet 
'the final cynical twist Is that, 
given the Harlem that the 
pawnbroker now lives In, one 
almost does not blame him for 
not wanting to see what it Is 
like. 

Rod Steiger' s portrayal of Sol 
Nazerman is a tour-de-force; it 
is, without doubt, one of the 
great acting jobs in the history 
of modern film. He totally loses 
himself in the role. When inter- 
viewed recently he stated, "I 
was physically and mentally 
exhausted when I finished The 
Pawnbroker." Yet he did not 
mind, saying, "A role like that 
comes once in a lifetime, doing 
it as perfectly as I could was 
very Important to me." 

For those who are fascinated 
by films on the concentration 
camp era, The Pawnbroker is a 
must. For those who are tired 
of them, it is a refreshingly dif- 
ferent approach to the subject. 
At the very least, it is a meticu- 
lously made film; at best, 
cathartic experience. The film 
speaks to all of us who feel that 
we must keep our feelings 
inside of us and therein stop 
feeling, regardless of our emo- 
tions or experiences.

Still Jazzing at Eighty

Near the end of April the 
Preservation Hall Jazz Band 
will appear at Place des Arts for 
their annual show, a show that 
sold out last year and is threat- 
ening to do the same this year. 
Their authentic New Orleans 
jazz style, presented with great 
energy and unabashed enthus- 
iasm, captivates audiences 
time and time .again, leaving 
them with a definite inclination 
for happy toe-tapping and hand 
clapping. Tickets should go on 
sale in a week or so. 

New Orleans jazz came about 
at the turn of the century for a 
variety of reasons, both cultural 
and geographical. Certainly the 
French influence added much 
to the music, but so did the 
atmosphere of the area. The 
rich mingling of sounds and 
cultures, and the stresses that 
result from the mix of cultures 
: whlc 



created a music which was 
unlike any previous style of 
jazz. 

The New Orleans jazz style is 
characterized by its arrange- 
ment, with the melody played 
by cornet, trombone and clar- 
inet, weaving in and out among 
each other. Solid rhythms are 



supplied by the tuba, or bass 
and drums with piano occa- 
sionally helping out (when one 
is available). This combination 
is accented by the emotional 
warmth and intensity of the 
music and musicians. 

The Preservation Hall Jazz 
Band is Indeed an authentic 
representation of the Ne 
Orleans style, since most of the 
musicians grew up with New 
, Orleans jazz, -In the bars and 
cafés along the Mississippi. All 
have paid their dues, and all 
have a deep-rooted fondness 
for music and jazz— New Or- 
leans style. 

The Preservation Hall Jazz 
Band consists of Willie Hum- 
phrey (age 77) on clarinet,

I had no idea that it was 
to be the highlight of the even- 
ing. 

"Icare", which immediately 
followed it, Is the sort of work 
which gives modem ballet a 
bad name. It was created by 
Lucas Hoving, a distinguished

have known better. "Icare" 
retells the Greek myth in so 
pretentious and uninteresting a 
manner that even the most 
uninspired English translation 
of the original Greek would be 
more satisfying.

When presented well, the 
ballet, whether in spite or 
because of its exceedingly sil- 
ly story line, is a poignant 
experience. 

• Such was not the case last 
Saturday night. First of all, 
Anton Dolln has seen fit to re- 
choreograph portions of the 
ballet.
